law it was not surprising that people who 
had not the means to enable them to in- 
voke the jurisdiction of the Divorce Divi- 
sion of the High Court should feol that 
they auffered » great, hardship and in- 
justice in being deprived of the oppor- 
‘tunity given to people of means to end 

‘a married life which had already been 
-shipwre and seck whether it was not 
possible to start anew. Under the Act 
of 1888, which was. extended in 1905, the 
power to grant orders for maintenanke 
‘and for separation was placed ,in the 
‘hands of magistrates, and the number of 
auch orders granted might be taken aos 
5,000 per annum. People, separated under 
these circumstances, contracted new all- 
ranees. They were unable to get married, 
They went and lived with other people, 
and in some cases had children. | Many 
of these people would gladly, if they 
could, have their union sanctified, because 
they had no desire to live in a guilty 
and immora) state. They wanted to be 
respectable, but the law forbade it unless 
they could undertake costly proceedings.

The Daily Express declares that it is 
now in a position to reveal authentic 
details of the methoda employed by the 
Britieh secret sorvice in order to combat 
the cunning of German agents and spica 
ih this country, The work has necessari- 
ly been silent, but it has been effective.
